FIG. 6 FIG. 5 is a table that illustrates buffer classes in an example of the invention. 
In the example of FiGr^ FIG. 6 , there are 16 classes with 500 external buffers each for a 
total of 8,000 external buffers. Each class has a type: static, exclusive, or shared* Static 
classes use their own external buffers without sharing. Exclusive classes use their own 
external buffers first, and then borrow external buffers from the fail-over classes. De- 
allocated external buffers from a given exclusive class are credited to the associated fail- 
over class until the number of borrowed external buffers is zero. Shared classes use their 
own external buffers and comprise the fail-over external buffers for the exclusive class. 
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
